Day is ©no of tho largest timber 
dealers in the country, and by th© 
purchase of this land becomes the 
owner of nearly all the valuable 
timber land in that immediate sec¬ 
tion accessible to the railroad. 
This ii perhaps tho largest indi¬ 
vidual saleof mountain lands that 
has taken place for some time.—

"Ratify tlie treaty na patriotic 
Americans" ha- been the cry. and it 
has iu-eti responded to, Net now that 
Ihe treaty ha* been ratified there is 
no di*|Nisition manifest to define il>e 
poliey of tin- government in tlie Phil¬ 
ippine*. Thus treachery Is added to 
evasion. 

Surely thi* Is n cowardly ami pllifm 
attitude to be assumed by a party which 
claim* to huvi Itehlnd il the great ma¬ 
jority of the people democrat* a* well 
u- republicans. Ml that l» needed Is 
a simple declaration from the presi¬ 
dent or from ihe senate. \re we to 
keep tin Philippines teni|H.r»rlly or 
permanently ? I* territorial aggres¬ 
sion a crime or i* it not? Are we to

He spent seven months 
with tlie Yellow Knife Indians, arouud 
tlie great water stretches of the north, 
and v»hen he left them was able to 
speak a good deal of their language and 
iiudrr*tund considerable that was said 
iu the »anie tongue. 

Kolhingcaninduce the Yellow Knlveii 
or the Dog Rib Indians, the explorer 
stale*, to come over to the Hudson bay 
basin, as they are in mortal dread of the 
Ekkimu. It appear* that they were at 
w*r formerly, nnd the Indian* received 
a severe drubbing, lienee their fear off 
the Eskimo. Mr. Danbury, however, in 
delighted with tlie Eskimo, saying that 
they are first-rate people to travel with, 
and are as loyal aud true as *lerl to tbe 
white man. He points out that there Is 
a great difference between the Eskimo 
and Indian eh a racier. The first are 
guy, while the latter are morose and 
sullen. The Eskimos, although quite 
ignorant, are absolutely happy, and w ill 
ulwaya lie found laughing and In tb* 
beat of humor. As for their religion. 
Mr. llanbiiry says, they have none. 
Wheu a Husky dies that la the end of 
him, according to their belief; so '.be 
mission* at Churchill and rloewbere 
have been unable to make even ■ little 
out of the Eaklmo. If they get plenty 
of tea and tobacco, the Eskimos are all 
right, although It is only of late'tbat 
the Huaky drink* tea. 

Mr. lfanbury says life I* just aa safe 
In those remote wild* aa In thla or any 
other Canadian city, although be baa a 
photograph of a Husky who broke all 
hie family tirs by kllliug bla wife and 
all her relative*. Thla. however, ia mu 
isolated case, and the affair would bo 
called a family trouble In civilised coun¬ 
tries. Tbe murderer atlil lives op there, 
aud his crime doe* not appear to real 
heavily u|k>ii hia conscience. 

The explorer aaya tbe Eskimo* ar* 
exactly iu tbe same coudltloa aa in tbo 
day* of Franklin, and their number 
dors uot seem to have either diminished 
or increased. They are total abstainer* 
in spite of tbe stories afloat ebout tbes» 
people getting liquor from tbe Ameri¬ 
can whalers and becoming drunkards. 
Hr has seen them refuse to taste liquor 
time and again, sod for some reason 
thry bold it in the greatest horror. 
They will follow tbe white man any¬ 
where.— X. Y. Times.

silver.
